The Vol- 
turno disaster taught a double lesson.

crews efficient in launching and hand- 
ling life boats and the importance of 
having adequate 
appliances for the

General Ralph P. Chesbrough of Be 
rut, Turkey, and for two years in tli 
consular service at Constantinople, i: 
an address on "The Bulgarian Wa 
and the New Map of Europe" befor 
the Twilight Club last evening. 
The devastation caused by the wa 
was very appalling, said the speakei 
No crops were grown or harvested fo 
an entire year and the returning so 
diers almost faced famine.

appears to have suffered least iron 
the war. 
Mr. Chesbrough spent sev 
eral days in Greece while returuin 
to this country, and 
outside of th 


large number of soldiers to be see: 
there was little evidence of the effect 
of the recent struggles. Loans tota 
ling from seven to eight hundred mi. 
lion dollars are being sought by th 
Balkan states in order to tide them 
over until their agriculture and in 
dustries have recovered. 
Mr. Chesbrough spoke in an infor 
mal manner, but presented a grea 
array of interesting facts and illumin 
ating side-lights from his 
persona 
experiences and 
observations. 
Be 
ginning with an outline of the organi 
zation of the diplomatic and consula 
service and the manifold duties of thi 
latter, he reviewed in brief the his 
tory of Turkey and the Balkan coun 
tries and the .various events that lee 
up to the formation of the Balkan al 
liance and the late war against Tur 
key. 
With maps before him he de 
picted the campaigns, following them 
up to the present' time. 


Refusal of Turkey to put into im 
mediate effect the provisions of tin 
twenty-third article of the treaty o 
Berlin, that guaranteeing the autono 
rny of Macedonia and other importan 
reforms, was the chief cause and im 
mediate 
provocation to 
the 
war 


against Turkey, explained the speak 
er. 
Turkey had long anticipated a 
possible coalition of the Balkan states 
and had tried to prevent it by con 
cessions and other means. 
At the 
beginning of the war she had a stand 
ing army of about 700,000 men, al 
most as many as the rest of the coun 
tries together. Monenegro, which has 
an area about equal to that of -N_ 
Jersey and a population of 250,000 
had a standing army of ,25(MX)fl3 sol 
diers. 
Servia, with an area similai 


to 
that 
of 
Ohio 
and 
3,000,001 


people, had an army, of 200,000; Bui 
garia was able to put 350,000 men ii 
the field, and Greece 150,000. 
Bulgaria, Servia and

During the time the allied armies 
were fighting before

THE BEAM AND THE MOTE. 


It has long been the habit of Amer- 


icans to express openly their opinions 
of sympathy for the revolutionists of 
European countries and their detesta- 
tion of tyrants and arbitrary rulers. 
It appears to have become an. inher- 
ent right of Americans to thus show 
their distaste for monarchial forms of 
government. 
The Christian Science 


Monitor, 
discussing this 
question, 


says: 


"Hence a tradition has been cre- 


ated, and a habit as well, which often 
takes a turn that cannot be defended, 
as when either the United States con- 
gress or the department of state goes 
on record with words or acts that re- 
flect upon the domestic and internal 
affairs of lands on continents where, 
by no stretch' of imagination or the 
Monroe 
doctrine, 
can 
(he United 


States have aught to say without be- 
ing considered exceedingly officious 
and impertinent. 


Were such official action by 
the 


United States always the outcome of 
spontaneous expression of popular in- 
dignation and championship of ideal- 
ism, it would be easier to defend. Not 
infrequently it represents the feelings 
of only a fraction of 'the population, 
and is only agreed to by law-making 
and executive officials because of fear 
of the political 
consequences that 


would follow refusal. 
Realizing this 


to be true, European statesmen have 
discounted the representations 
made 


to them and have forgiven the .officials 
•who wrere the intermediary agents. 


"Were conditions occasionally re- 


versed — should the American public 
occasionally have brought to it the 
fact 
that 
Britons, Frenchmen, Ger- 


masn or Russians were holding mass 
meetings, passing resolutions, signing 
petitions and bringing pressure to 
hear upon parliaments to the end that 
judicial procedure in the United States 
might be bettered, graft stopped in 
the cities, and fewer lives summarily 
closed by acts of violence — then might 
come a sounder American view of 
American duty. 


"With all the facts before it, the 


. American public cannot be rightfully 
estopped 
from forming an 
opinion 


about conduct of men 
of whatever 


came or clime. 
It can voice that 


opinion through 
channels that are 


legitimate and that usually will touch 
the common thought of the 
nation 


subjected 
to such moral judgment. 


But there are limits to the censorship 
of other peoples affairs, especially in 
the 
form of legislative 
dicta and 


diplomatic action." 


EEILIS ACQUITTAL. 


Freed by the Russian jury that 


tried him on the charge of a ritual 
murder, Mendel Beilis has been re- 
turned to his parents' home to tell 
of his two and a half years' imprison- 
ment in a Russian prison. While 
freed by the jury the moral effect of 
the long trial is far-reaching. 
The 


"Black Hundred." one of the most 
dreaded organizations of Russia, has 
again appeared and the anti-Semetic 
spirit is rampant. 
There was no real 


evidence against Beilis but his trial 
served its purpose, that of inciting 
outbreaks against the Jewish popula- 
tion of Russia. 
The jury acquitted 


him. 


The accused was obscu"re enough. 


There was no personal malice against 
him 
in the 
prosecution. He was 


merely the handle by means of which 
it was hoped to convince an ignorant 
and backward community and people 
that ritual -murders were real, not 
fabulous, and thus to inspire out- 
breaks and fan the flames of anti- 
Semitism in Russia. 


But the "evidence" fell flat. It was 


palpably manufactured. An average 
Russian jury could not he convinced. 
Indeed, the pretext was so flimsy that 
even the leading anti-Semitic news- 
paper of Kiev, the 
community in 


which the trial took place, denounced 
it. The newspaper was farther sight- 
ed than the government and saw that 
the collapse of the case would proba- 
bly cause a re-action and do much to 
dissipate the silly notion, that Jews 
commit murders for religious reasons. 


The verdict may be hailed by the 


world 
as 
a 
triumph of 
civilized 


thought over religious prejudice. 


HOMES FOR AMBASSADORS.

Unless you are an unusually close 


student of American history or per- 
haps a. Virginian, with an ardent love 
of your state's story, you do not know 
of Thomas Mann Randolph,. 


Yet he deserves a place in every 


reader's memory for the kindly,..chiv- 
alrous action which makes of him an 
American Sidney. 
Prohably you . re- 


member Sir Philip Sidney, who. flying 
at the battle of Zutphen, gave'his cup 
of water to another, saying, "Your 
need is greater than mine." 


Thomas Maun Randolph was gover- 


nor of Virginia in the years 1819 to 
1S21. 
Seven years later, riding along 


a road in inclement weather, he passed 
an aged, thinly clad man. 


"Your need is greater than, mine." 


said Governor Randolph, and lie strip- 
ped from hiniK'-if the cloak which shel- 
tered him frnr.i the weather. As a re- 
sult of his action ho died. 


So passed away Thomas Maun Ran- 


dolph, great of soul, wealthy, of high 
family and distinguished career. 
He 


was sixty years old, and m's age might 
have excused his keeping his cloak. 


But iu all likelihood the thought nev- 


er entered his mind. He saw only the 
shivering man ami gave him his cloak. 


His action made him for all time a 


brother of Sidney and of the good 
Samaritan and of all those who have 
died since the world begun that others 
might live.

>HEN I went down to lunch this noon, I found Janet and her 
mother having a heated argument—yes, children and their par- 
ents argue nowadays—about some green silk stockings. 
It 
seems that a certain very bright green in 'the thing' at school 
this year, and no school girl looks right unless she has touches 
of it all over her. Janet wears enormous green hair-ribbons and 
a green bow on the front o.P her checked dress.

salmon, one quart of scalded milk,

of pepper.

Drain the oil from the salmoil, re-

the

and bones,'0 rub 
through a sieve.

Stuffing — One-half cup 
of

crumbs,

stale bread crumbs, one-quarter cup

one-eighth 
tea- 
spoonful 
of pepper, 
few drops 
of 
onion juice, one-quarter cup of hot 
water. 
Mix the ingredients in the order 
given.

This is much to learn all at once 
but with a determination never to 
be satisfied with anything less than 
"e'xactly right," and being willing to 
find out wnat is wrong eacii nine 
frying is done and work toward its 
correction, there is no reason why 
there 
should 
be 
this uncertainty 
about frying in deep fat. 


In these days of careful study of 
foods we do know that fats must be 
healthful and all cooking which in- 
cludes fat in it has to stand careful 
scrutiny from the housewife before 
she is persuaded to buy it. There 
was a time when shei took whatever 
tlie grocer said was good. Today 
she asks "why" vegetable fat is 
Better than animal fat, which slip 
has used for years, and again she 
must be thoroughly convinced that it 
is economical. So we would say fat 
for deep fat 
frying must be first 


healthful, second economical. Then 
use it properly and with 
reliable 
receipes and food should be good to 
look at and healthful for eating. 
This is a very reliable test: 
Heat 
the fat until a small piece of bread 
becomes a golden brown in sixty sec- 
onds for all raw dough mixtures such 
as doughnuts and fritters; forty see- 
onds for cooked mixtures such as 
croquettes and 
codfish 
balls, etc.,; 
twenty seconds for French fried po- 
tatoes. 


FRUIT FRITTERS 
These are delightful to serve with 
meats and poultry. The recipe for 
batter for fritters follows: 
Material—Eggs, 
two; 
milk 
or 
tepid 
water, 
one-hall' 
cup; bread 
flour, one cup; salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful ; olive oil, one teaspoonful. 
Directions—Beat the 
yolks,

the milk or water. Turn this slowly

Where 
many of us fail Is that we try to col- 
or too many pieces with one package 
of dye. If we use enough dye, and 
boil the material long 
an4 briskly 
enough, the results will be all that 
the most particular woman could de- 
sire. 
Is it necessary to say never put 
woolen and cotton fabrics, together? 
There is dye for each &h<4 it you want 
a piece a deep shade, use more dye 
than is called for; this fe especially 
so in red dyes. 
Another point to remember is to 
put in plenty of salt, ae it sets the 
color. The amount called for on the 
package can be ignored/and a'gener- 
ous amount poured Into the dye-pot. 
Don't be afraid you'll Overdo it; you 
can't; the dye will set apd hold, never 
run a bit if plenty of salt is used. 
A gas or gasoline stove is best for 
dyeing, for one can start the dye-pot 
boiling and need not spend all their 
time beside it. It injsst be stirred so 
as to prevent streaming; but It need 
not be kept continually agitated. 
When you've boiled It as long as the 
directions call for, giVe it a few extra 
minutes for good Measure; 4t will 
pay. 
; '. 
A small woolen mill 
near 
here 
makes it a practice, to always boil 
the batches ten or -fifteen 
minutes 
longer than the time, alloted. The ex- 
pediency of thisfis nfoved in the way 
their goods keep the color until liter- 
ally the last thread is worn. So don't 
forget to boil brisklj- and long enough. 
One can use their wash-boiler for 
dye 
purposes as' it can be readily 
cleaned as soon as the material dyed 
be cool, take out,and rinse thorough- 
ly; then clean the boiler at once and 
It will be none the. worse for serving 
the purpose of a dye-vat.

Postoffice Department Compels Rec- 


ord''of Rural Mail During 


Month of October. 


During the month of October of this 
year, the nine rural carriers employed 
at tiie Janesville postornce delivered 
7ti,8i)a pieces of mail weighing a total 
of 
11,735 pounds. These statistics 
are the result of an 
investigation 
tnat the postolfice authorties have or- 
dered city officials to conduct in order 
to establish a correct table of the 
amount o£ mail carried and delivered 
into the rural districts. 
Since the parcel post system be- 
came effective it has been of con- 
siderable interest to ascertain the in- 
crease of mail matter that the rural 
men distribute and collect. October 
is considered as only 
a 
moderate 
month for the mail men and because 
of the light amount of business, the 
officials decided on this period 
to 
lessen the work of the employes. 
In the first-class mail matter, con- 
sisting of letters and postal cards, 
the 
nine 
rural 
carriers 
delivered 
23,066 pieces weighing 
457 pounds, 
and collected 12,896 pieces weighing 
328 pounds. Business in second class 
matter, circulars and advertising, the 
carriers delivered 43,778 pieces weigh- 
ing 
8,649, and 
collected 
only 105 
pieces weighing 29 pounds. 


The third class, newspapers 
ana 
periodicals showed that the Janesville 
men distributed 11,043 pieces weigh- 
ing 1,174 pounds. 
Under the fourth 
or parcel post list, the farmers made 
use of the system to send 209 pack 
ages weighing 
pounds, and the 
carriers delivered 774 parcels weigh 
ing 1,425 pounds. Frank or free mail 
that 
the United States government 
sends without postage, amounted to 
192 pieces weighing 28 pounds. 


The grand total, credited the men 
with receiving 14,770 pieces weighing 
1,829 
pounds. In delivering mail, 78,- 


S52 pieces of mail were given citizens 
in the local rural district weighing 
11,735 
pounds. During 
the month 


93,622 pieces were handled weighing 
10 r.on 
~.i~ 
13,564 pounds. 
Patrons 
of 
the rural routes are 
asked to co-operate with, the desire 
of the postoftice '-department in 
all first-class mail matter shall 
be 
stampecl before letters and cards are 
placed into the mail box. When this 
is not in practice, coins left in the 
mail box for 
the 
purchase of the 
necessary stamps should be deposited 
in a receptacle and not enclosed in 
envelopes, wrapped in paper or left 
loose in the box, as it causes great 
trouble to the collectors to pick up 
the money in the small box, neces- 
sitating a delay that hinders efficient
